This trade pufi', how ever, was a te a to in­ 
quire further into the extent o f an ingenious branch of 
industry, that has enriched thousands in the cantons of 
Geneva and Neuchatel. 
The G enevese cornmtnced 
watch-making about two hundred and fifty yenrs ngo 
and from that period they contrived to excel nil other 
nations in the beauty of their workmanship until the 
year 1787, when they readied the acm e o f prosperity ; 
the mastec manufacturers employing more than four 
thousand workmen in the city, and about two thousand 
in their auxiliary workshops at Cluse, V evey, and fel. 
Croix. 
Clock and watch-making commenced amid the 
the ravines o f the Jura, in the canton o f Neuchatel, 
about the middle o f tho last century. 
T he business 
increased rapidly in consequence of disturbances vvhicli 
expelled a great number o f Genevese artisans from 
their city. 
T he establishment at L od e and (’baud do
